Off THKO'TJTGE THE STATES. 


Every legislature throughout the na- 


tion which has been in session the last 
year has had under serious consideration 
questions relating to the regulation or 
prohibition of the liquor traffic. 
The 


liquor advocates have been as active for 
the promotion of their "interest" as have 
the friends of temperance for the sup- 
pression of the traffic. 
We give the fol- 


lowing brief summary of action taken by 
the several States : 


Maim.—A. constitutional amendment 


was adopted by a vote of 91 to 30 in the 
House and 22 to 2 in the Senate. The 
vote is to be taken the second Monday of 
September, 1884. 


Vermont.—The Legislature passed an 


act relating to the study of physiology 
and hygiene in the public schools, which 
says that "special prominence" shall be 
given "to the effects of stimulants and 
narcotics upon the human system," nnd 
that "text-book committees "sliall select 
and recommend a text-book on elementary 
physiology and hygiene for use in their 
respective towns." Four or five special 
acts were passed relating to the liquor 
raffle in order to make the prohibitory 
aw more effective. 


r«*er(s.—A prohibitory law was 


:>st in the last legislature bv a tie vote. 
V constitutional amendment has been 
lefeatcd in the present House, 83 yeas, 
15 nays ; 82 Republicans in favor and 
•G against. 
All the Democrats hut two 


gainst. 
A bill was passed changing the 


ate of application for license. 


Minnesota.—The constitutional amend- 


ment was defeated in the House by a 
vote of 38 to 49. A high license bill 
passed the Senate, fixing licenses from 
$100 to $500, according to population. 
A School Law was passed making it com- 
pulsory to teach the nature and effects of 
alcoholic liquors upon the human system 
in the public schools. 


Kansas.—This State remains strongly 


prohibitorj. 
Every effort to modi.Fy the 


prohibitory law failed. 
A propositi on to 


re-submit,the constitutional amendment 
was^defeated in the Senate, 13 to 25. 


Nebraska.—A proposition for a con- 


stitutional amendmenf was voted down. 
It was not pressed very strongly by the 
prohibitionists.

JSiode fsland.—The "reputation"clause 
f the law, which the Supreme Court had 
eclared unconstitutional, has been re- 
ealed. 
A law was passed imposing a 


enalty for selling or delivering iiitoxica- 
ng liquor to minors. 
Connecticut.—The constitutional amcnd- 
ent was defeated in the House by a vote 
' 1'28 to 81 ; 165 being the necessary 
ivo-thirds for its passage. The Senate 


defeated it by 11 to 9 ; 4 being absent, 
and two-thirds being necessary for its 
adoption. 
78 out of 107 towns voted for 


prohibition last year under the local 
option act, and 15 other prohibitory 
towns did not vote. 


New York.— The constitutional amend- 


ment was defeated in the House by a vote 
of 42 to 54, and in the Senate, 13 ty 18. 
An excise bill for New York nnd Brook- 
lyn, making the sale of rum practically 
free and unrestricted, was adopted in the 
Senate by a vote of 17 to 13, and in the 
House by 79 to 31.
